them to ‘condign punishment, During the 
last few years it has been my duty as public 
prosecutor, to indict many parties for this 
caime; but I have never hitherto}had occasion 
to be engaged in any case where religious or 
sectarian strife was the cause of the commis: 
sion of the crime, and I regret to have to tell 
you that in this case the crime resulted from 
tho feclings engendered by religious animosi- 
ty. Iwill observe to you, gentlemen, that 
before you can convict the prisoners of the 
crime with which they are charged, you must 
be convinced that a man was killed, and the 
act of killing was accomplished as the law 
expressed it—wilfully and with malice afore- 
thought. Isay you must ‘bo satisfied that 
the death of the deceased was occasioned by 
these parties, or others acting in concert with 
them, and that the parties were actuated by 
tnalice aforethought, that is, that there was 
remeditated design to kill, or to do some 
other feloniousact. Formerly it was not cus- 
tomary to indict all the parties as principals 
in cases of murder, but to indict the man at 
whose hands the act was committed as prin- 
cipal, and the others as accessorics. At 
the present time there is no distinction be- 
tween principals and accessorios ; they are all 
principals, and therefore every man engaged 
in a fight or disturbance of the peace, or in 
the doing of any other unlawful act, in the 
commission of which death ensues, is. indi- 
yidually linble for that death, although the 
deceased may haye come to his death by the 
immediate act of one of the party only. "So it 
is in the case ofa fight where a number of 
persons are ongaged—commonly called a 
nelee—in which an individual is killed; all 
the parties concerned are equally liable, and 
equally guilty in the eye ofthe law. On the

Economy for the Farmer.—A way to 
Save Fifty Dollars a Year. 


(From the Maine Farmer.) 

Let the farmer who is in the habit of 
ploughing, manuring, and hosing five acres 
to produce 150 bushels of corn, or other 
crops to that amount, use the manure usu- 
ally applied to the five on two acre 
and get the 150 bushels of corn; then e: 
pend the money it would cost to work the 
other three acres, in guano, super-phosphate 
of lime, and plaster, and use the compound 
for top-dressing his grass lands. No one 
need send me a dollar for this receipt until 
ho has saved $50 to himself by the change. 


ANOTHER, 


Let those farmers who are in the habit of 
hauling muck in Summer and Autumn, 
and spreading it over the whole surface of 
their cattle yard—if they have not dry 
sheds to place it under, and keep the cattle 
upon it—stack it up and keep the water 
from it by a covering of boards ; then keep 
the cattle in the barn at night, instead of 
the yard, using enough of the dry muck to 
absorb the liquid manure,—always taking 
care that ‘he manure is sheltered from sun 
and rain when thrown out of the “tie-up,” 
till wanted for use This is the Summer ar- 
rangement. In Winter, instead of keeping 
their stock out of doors during the days, 
and throwing their coarse fodder to them 
there, let them be kept in warm barns, ex- 
cept the time necessary for them to drink, 
and let them do all their eating and drop- 
ping manure under cover, having a The 
of the dry muck or other absorbent, to take 
up the liquid portion of the droppings. No 
one need send the dollar for this until he 
has saved 8100 by it. 


ANOTHER, 


Let the man who has planted three or 
four acres of potatoes and got “small po- 
tatoes and a few in the hill,” in return, 
plant one-half acre; if they do well it is 
enough for the family ; if they fail, it is 
enough to lose. Then, instead of the oth- 
er acres of potatoes, let him plant one acre 
of ruta baga turnips and «get 600 to 800 
bushels. These turnips, with the coarse 
fodder often thrown into the yard and trod- 
den under foot, or used for bedding, will 
enable him to keep some six or eight addi- 
tional growing cattle, and to keep them in 
growing condition, too—quite an item.— 
There are not cattle enough in the country. 
Needn’t send the dollar for this till you got 
ready.

Scalping a Woman on the Plains, 


HER EXTRAORDINARY FORTITUDE. 

Somo weeks ago news from Carson Valley 
was published, which told of the almost total 
destruction ofan omigrant train by the Indic 
A woman, who was ono of the train, was scalp- 
ed and left for dead. It turned out, however, 
that sho was not dead, and she has since recov- 
ered to tell the extraordinary story of her suff- 
erings and her resolute endurance, which de- 
ceived the savages. ‘Tho Red Bluffs Beacon of 
tho 16th September thus tells the tale 

“An instance of tho most remarkable forti- 
tude and heart-rending cruelty we ever heard 
of is related to us by a black man by the name 
of Scott, who haw recently arrived here from 
Missouri, by the way of the plains. Ho informs 
us thata short time before he arrived at Stony 
Point, on the Hamboldt River, the Indians at- 
tacked a train of six men, one woman and a 
child, The mon were all killed but one, who 
made his escape. The child was also killed, 
and its mother shot in many places with ar- 
rows, scalped, and loft for dead. 

“All the while they were sealping her and 
stripping the clothes from hor body, she was 
pastesiy conscious of what they doing, 
but feigned death, and let them tear the skin 
from her head without givin 
knowing that ifshe did they would cither des- 
pateh her at once or take her into hopeless cap- 
tivity. At one time, when Pa! had left her 
for a moment, she ventured to change her po- 
sition, in order, if possible, to relieve herself 
from the uncomfortable position in which she 
was lying, but on their return they very soon 
discovered that she had moved, and for fear 
that her life might not be extinct, they took 
hold of the arrows which were still sticking in 
her body, and worked them arround in the 
wounds, pushing them deeper into her flesh, 
and stamped upon her with their heels. 

“All this she endured without uttering a 
groan or drawing a breath that could be per- 
ceived by the savages, and in this condition 
thoy loft her as food for the wolves. Fotunate- 
ly, however, a train came along, after she had 
laid long iv that situation, and dressed her 
wounds, and brought her along with them; 
and not the least remarkable fact attending the 
whole matter is, sho is fust recovering from her 
wounds, Her head, we are told, is nearly well, 
and tho arrow wounds doing better than ex 
pected.”

In New York there are indications of an 
absolute rebellion on the part of the unem- 
ployed, working classes; and in all the 
Western States distress is leading to Jawless- 
ness, and the want of food is likely to be- 
gel a total disregard for the ordinary re- 
straints of civil soci In Quebec, we 
are informed by the local journals, and by 
individuals, that the want of eniployment 
is already being seriously felt by the labor- 
ing classes; and if the poor are in strait- 
ened circumstances there now, in what con- 
dition will they be when winter sets in, and 
when they will be obliged to procure addi- 
tional fuel and clothing as well as food } 
In Montreal too, which is in excellent com- 
mercial condition, because the people did 
not speculate, the revival of benevolent so. 
cietics is mooted for the relief of laborers 
who cannot get employment, and who uo- 
fortunately, see no better place to go to.— 
| Besides the manufactories there are closed,

profit wheu sold here, after paying freight 
and charges. What merchant or bank is 
to bo expected to put his money into tho 
business of bringing produce forward when 
tho folly of the rural districts—in main- 
taining the pricd of thotr staplos—would 
almost ensure a loss on the operations? 
The fact seems to be that the farmer of the 
West and the planter of the South are 
both rich, and hold on to their prodiice ib 
tho hope of better prices, which of course 
they will never get. Meanwhile, they don't 
pay thoir debt, and prefer to broak theit 
creditors rather than part with the only ar 
ticle which could set trade going in tho 
country.

FALL OF DELHI. 

The mail by the Arabia brings intelligence 
that will be joyfully received by all Canadi- 
ans, that Detm, the stronghold of the 
Sepoy mutineers, has fallen, and that British 
authority and justicoshas been proudly and 
heroically vindicated. Full particulars have 
not yet been received, and we haye no doubt 
that the détails furnished by the next steamer 
will be intensely interesting. The reported 
loss of the British is almost incredily small 
for a six days’ assault; and the great dispro- 
portion of casualties occurring to the officers 
in comparison to the common soldiers, scems 
still more incredible. Where 50 of the for- 
mer are killed, we should expect to hear the 
samo of 6000 instead of 600 of the latter; the 
next intelligence may furnish some contradic- 
tion or explanation of this improbable result. 
The numbers of the besieging army are not 
stated; neither has it yet been made known 
how great was the loss on the side of the re- 
bels. Great numbers succeeded in effecting 
an escape, yet notwithstanding this, hosts 
must have succumbed to the vengeful fury 


of British bayonets, No quarter shown 
to the traitorous Sepoys, but women and 
children were scrupulously spared. In such 
an hour of terrible and vindictive retribution, 
it is a proud boast for Britain to say that her 
soldiers discriminated in their vengeance be- 
teen the innocent and the guilty, 

The backbone of the Mutiny may now be 
considered as broken, and the subjugation of 
the remainder of the mutineers will be a task 
comparatively casy; after which, the power 
and sovereignty of Britain in India will be 
established on’a basis more solid than before.

The Fall of Delhi. 


From the New York Herald. 

Delhi, like Sebastopol, has fallen, and 
whatever repute the British enjoyed former- 
ly as soldiers, there can be no question now 
but they will henceforth rank among the 
first military nations. The capture of Del- 
hi is one ‘of the most magnificent military 
exploits of modern times. 

It will be remembered that at the begin- 

ning of September General Wilson’ lay op- 
posite the place, to the north of it, on a 
ridge of hills, with Some ten to eleven thou- 
sand men—notenough to justify an assault 
—and with, no. siege train, In the first 
week in|September he received a reinforee- 
ment of'some two thousand men from the 
heirs of the late GholabSingh, of Cashmere, 
and also a siege train, ' These obtained, ho 
|commenéed work without delay, and so bat- 
jtered the place that by the 14il of Septem- 
|ber the assault was begun. It was one of 
the most obstinate fights on record, and re- 
|minds one of the capture of Monterey in 
jour Mexican war, 

On the first day the English took the 
bastion nearest the camp. On the next, 
they spread their lines, and seized a piece 
}more of wall. On the next they took the 
jmagazine. Next day they found theirway 
a little further into the town, and finally, on 
the sixth day of incessant fighting, they 
compelled the insurgents to evacuate the 
place, and made themselves complete mas- 
ters of Delhi, Strangers to say, in all these 
fighting the loss was not. over 600 men ; 
the English were evidently well managed 
and taken care of by their officers. 

Though the King of Delhi, and several 
thousand mutineers made their escape across 
the river, and, in all probability, will elude 
the ‘small force of cayarly sent in pursuit, 
there. can be no donbt now, but, as the 
London - Times says; the neck of the 're- 
bellion is broken,’ Delhi was the’ only fort 
and arsenal held® by “the mutineers. It 
Was the only respectable rallying place they 
had, ,Outot Delhi, they became mere yag- 
abonds and marauders, without ammunition, 
without cominissariat, without organization, 
without headquarters, without any base of 
operations oreven any possible concerted 
plan. They only require to bo let dlone to 
perish’ of hunger, 

Moreover, if, Without reinforcements from 
home, avsingla régiment’ hav been able to 
hold Agr dtl to defend Lucknow, 
less than eight lundred to capture Cawn- 
pore, and less than a regiment to protect 
such places as Allahabad and the other 
stations of the northyvest againse any force 
the rebels could bring against them, what 
will become of the sepoys when the 84,000 
Englishmen who arg.to beia India by this 
timo are let loose uponthem t Why, there 
will not bertho shadow of shreil of a se- 
poy uniform to be found’ in all Bengal or 
the Northwest) by néxt spring. ‘Thousands 
of them will Have expiited the monstrous 
cruelties of Nena Sahib and his men with 
their lives ; the rest—like the King of Del- 
hi and his sons—will be very glad to scek 
some obscureshelter in the dress of women, 
The rebellion in India niny by regardec

October 22. Lieut. Colonel Cooke's com- 
mand of 2d Dragoons were four miles this 
side, and had encountered a snow storin five 
days previously. Colonel Albert S. John- 
ston was last heard from two hundred and 
thirty miles beyond Fort Laramie, and snow 
was seven inches deep one hundred miles 
this side of where the express left bim.— 
Owing to theslim supply of corn, the entire 
absence of prass, the teams of the entire 
command and the horses of the 2d Dra- 
goons were failing rapidly, News had 
reached Laramie that the Mormons had 
burnt three government trains (seventy-five 
waggons) near Green. river, ninety miles 
behind Colonel Alexander's command (10th 
Infantry,) which constituted the van-guard 
of the army. It was rumoured that the 
10th and Sth Infantry and the Batteries of, 
Artillery would go over and take possession 
of a Mormon village on Bear river for win~ 
ter quarters. It is said that the Dragoons 
had a month's supp!y of corn at half al- 
lowance, and not a particle of grass. With 
snow on the ground at that, it seems like 
madness for them to proceed beyond Lar- 
Amie=-cértainly such ‘step could’only be 
justified in view of the prospect of actual 
hostilities this winter, of whicli no one at 
this distance can judge, There was prob- 
ably never before any portion of our army 
subjected’ to'such privations, and to whom 
the future presents such a gloomy. picture 
as is the case at presont with the “* Army 
for Utah.” We doubt if Colonel Johnston 
will be able, when bis whole force is con- 
centrated, 10 muster over one thousand men 
for duty. Such an army so farfrom the 
base-line, is too Small to cope long with 
vigorous resistance,

The French Government is understood to 
have appoved of the conduct of ita minister at 
Constantinoplé, in refusing to hold any inter- 
| course with Resched Pacha. 

In Belgium a new liberal ministry had been 
formed, in which M. Roger is Minfater of the 
Interior, M. Frere Orbair Minister of Finance, 
General Berten Minister of War, and M. Da- 
vine Minister of Foreign Affairs. The King 
had consented to dissolve the Chambers. 

The financial crisis was beginning to be felt 
in Sweden and Norway, and money was be- 
coming scarce. The Bank of Frankfort has 
raised its rate of discount from 64 to 74 per 
cent. 

The Bank of Prussia hos raised its rate of 
discount from 6} to 74 per cent. 

A Russian war steamer had been lost in the 
Caxpinn Sea. The captain, three lieutenants 
and eighteen men were drowned, 

At Vienna there has commenced a depres- 
mon in the money market, and the premium 
on gold was increasing. 

The Journal de Constantinople announces 
that the Turkish Government have decided up- 
on constructing a line of telegraph to Basso- 
rah, in the Persian Gulf. 

It was reported that some of the foreign re- 
presentatives had offered their services to 
Xexchid Pacha to put an end to the misunder- 

standing between him and the French Am- 
bassador, and that the Reschid had accepted 
them. 

VERY IMPORTANT FROM INDIA, 

The following telegram was received at the 
Foreign Office on the day the Atlantic sailed; 
The Hindostan arrived at Suez from Caleut- 
ta onthe Sth instant, with Calcutta dates to 
the 9th October, Madras 14th, Galle 18th. 
Delhi, which fell into our hands on the 20th 
Sept., was entirely occupied on the 21st, and 
the whole of the enemy expelled. In the as- 
sault on the 14th, 61 officers and 1,178 men, 
being one-third of the storming force, were 
killed and wounded, General Nicholson had 
died of his wounds on the 21st, 

The old King, said to be seventy years of 
ago, surrendered to Captain Hodgeson and his 
cavalry about 17 miles south of Delhi. He 
was accompanied by his chief wife: their lives 
were spared, ‘Two of his'sons and a grandson, 
also captured by Captain Hodgeson, about five 
miles from Delhi, were shot on the spot, and 
their bodies brought to the city and exposed 
at the police office. 

Two moveable columns were despatched 
from Delhi on the 23d in pursuit of the enemy. 
By accounts from Agra one column appears to 
have reached the neighborhood of Allyghur, 
and the other that of Nuttra on the 28th Sep- 
tember. 

General Havelock crossed the Ganges from 
Cawnpore on the 19th September and relieved 
Lucknow Presidency on the 25th. Just as it 
was ready to be blown up by the besiegers on 
the 26th, the enemies’ entrenchments were 
stormed, and on the 29th a large part of the 
city was taken. 469 killed and wounded. — 
General Neil was killed. 

There has been a slight rising of the rebels 
near Nassack in the Bombay Presidency, in 
the suppression of which Lieut. Henry of the 
police was killed. 

The Madras troops defeated the mutincers 
of the 52nd Native Infantry near Kauptee, and 
killed 150, 

A native officer ond a sepoy having been 
convicted, were blown away from guns on the 
16th October. 

Predatory tribes in the Punjaub, between 
Notown and Lapore, had given some trouble 
lately, but the disturbance seems to haye been 
suppressed.
